Claims 1-3 and 5-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Call'780. Independent Claim 1 and 17 recite a downstream inlet for the filters 
located downstream of the upstream filters. Call teaches similar construction as 
claimed, except that Call does not have structure for the down stream inlets as claimed. 
Downstream inlet would also be not obvious because Call's system without the brine- 
seal would provide fresh feed for down-stream filters without having a down-stream 
inlet, and therefore, there would be no suggestion to provide the separate down-stream 
inlet.
